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GENERAL FERSHING IS HERO 
TO 399 GRATEFUL CHINESE 
Eight years after he had rescued them from the hatred 
apd anger of Pancho Villa, in Mexieo, 399 Chinese still 
count General John J. Pershing their best friend, their 
deliverer from a frightful fats and their toro. 
T h f grati­ 
tude of these nearly 400 friendless celestials in an un­ 
friendly land, for the man who permitted them to leave 
Mexico under protection of American troops when their 
'ives were threatened by Villa, is one of the sides of Chi­ 
nese character not often shown by them, but when a 
Chinaman is grateful he really and truly is grateful. 
It was in 1917 that Chinese laborers in the foines of 
Chihauhau and Coahuila, Mexico, became alarmed 
for 
their safety and sought to escape from Mexico. 
They 
were barred from the United States by the Alien Exclu­ 
sion act. 
Three hundred and ninety-nine of the Chinese 
appealed to General Pershingf and he knowing that their 
danger was a real one, gave permission for them to qc- 
company American troops to the border and gained per­ 
mission for them to make their homes near Fort Sam 
Houston, San Antonio, Texas. 
After the expedition in 
Mexico was withdrawn, Washington ordered the Chinese 
to return to Mexico. 
They again appealed to General 
Pershing. Many of them had meanwhile become attached 
to army officers in the United States as servants 
and 
others had engaged in small business enterprises. 
They 
did not wish to return to Mexico. 
Again General Persh­ 
ing proved their friend by inducing Washington to per­ 
mit them to remain in this country. 
» 
That was eight -years ago. 
Now the 399 Chinese are 
scattered from Tucson to Pekin, from San Antonio 
te 
Portland, Oregon, but every year on the anniversary of 
their deliverance from Mexico they remember General 
Pershing with some token of love, and wherever they 
are, they look upon the American commander as their 
friend and as the greatest man on earth. 
Before Pershing entered Mexico at the head 
of 
an 
American army to cleqn out the Villa bandits, nearly 
three hundred Chinese had been killed in the streets of 
Torreon, Mexico, by soldiers under Villa, during the Ma­ 
dera revolution. 
Others would have been killed but an 
American railroad man gathered more than 100 of them 
together and walled them up an adobe building, where 
they remained hidden several days, being given food and 
water by Americans through small openings made for the 
purpose. 
Naturally the Chinese look upon Americans as 
their friends. 
The New York World of Sunday had a nows story from 
Fort Sam Houston, Texas, telling of the gratitude of the 
399 Chinese toward General Pershing, the account con­ 
cluding with these paragraphs:

Gen. Pershing is by far the noblest and greatest of 
all men, according to these Chinese. 
On the few 
visits Gen. Pershing has made to Fort Sam Houston 
the most spectacular feature of his welcome was that 
by the Chíflese. 
Many handsome pres­ 
ents have been purchased out of their earnings and 
sent to him. 
When Gen. Pershing was irt France 
at the head of the American troops the Chinese kept 
in close touch with every movement of his army. 
“Gen. Perch; he can do,” they would smilingly say. 
All of which goes to show that being kindly and humane 
does not do a man any harm. 
General Pershing will nev­ 
er lack a friend so long as one o f the Chinese lives, and 
while he may never need their friendship, it must be 
gratifying to him to know that he has i t —Anniston Star, 
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After the bodies of his wlf# and two daughter# had bt«B found wfth their throats ea t Rueaeil Mor* 
ten. twenty-eight wa# locked up to the Cmhtorland, Md., Jail, charged with their murder.
